TERRITORY OF WISCONSIN.

AN ACT in relation to the formation of a State Go-
vernment in Wisconsin.
BE 11 ExacTED by the Council and House of Representatives
of the Tesritory of Wisconsin:
Srcrion 1. That on the first Tuesday of April next, every
white male inhabitant above the age of twenty-one years, who
shall have resided in the Territory for six months next pre-
vious thercto, and who shall cither be a citizen of the United
States or shall have filed his declaration of intention to become
such according to the laws of the United States on the subject of
naturalization, shall be authorized to vote for or against the for- To vote for or
mation of a State Government in Wisconsin, by depositing with (,g.'m.

The Governor shalt appoint in each of the counties
of the Territory, some suitable person who is hereby authorized
and required to cause the number of inhabitants in their respec-
tive ceunties to be taken, omitting in their enimeration Indians
not citizens, and officers and soldiers of the United States army,
and the persons so appointed shall have power to appoint as many
assistants to aid them in taking the census as they may deem ne.
cqssary, assigning to eaeh assistant 2 certain division of hiscoun-
1y, to be accurately defined, either by congressional township
lines, the boundaries of towns organmized for town government, or
be distinctly bounded by water courses or public rvads.

Skc.4. The Governor shall furnish to the Secretary a list of
the names of all persons and their residence so far as he can as-
certain the same appointed by him in pursuance of che provsions
of this act, which the Secretary shall record in the Executive Jour-
nal: and the Secretary shall furnish to every person so appointed
by the first day of April next, a certificate of such appointment,
and shall at the same time forward to him the necessary blaok
forms for carrying into effect the provisions of this act, to be pre-
pared by the Secretary; and the Auditor of the Territory is here-
by autborized to audit and allow the accounts of the Secretary
for all expenses incurred by him in carrying .into effect the pro-
visions of this act, and give his warrant upon the Treasurer for
the same.

Sec. 5. The persons appuinted to take the census and their
assistants shall severally take and subscribe an oath or affirmation
hefore some person authorized by law to administer oaths, previ-
oxs to entering upon the discharge of the duties imposed by this
acl, that they will well and truly cause to be made a just and
perfect enumeration ofall the persons resident within their coun<
ty-or division, as the case may be, and a true return thereof make
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in pursuance of the provisions of this act, according to the bant of
their abilities, which oath or oaths shall be returned with the ¢qn-
sus as hereinafter provided, 1o the Secretary of the Territory.
Every assistant so appointed shall return to the person by whom
he was appointed, a just and perfect enumeration of the inhab-
itants of the district or division assigned to him, in the form so s, |
aforesaid to be prepared by the Secretary, by the twentieth day of
June next. :

Sec. 6. Every person appointed in pursuance of the provisions
of this act, to take the census, and every assistant who shall be ap-
pointed and accept said appointinent, who shall fail to make re-
turns agreeably to the provisions of this act, or who shall make a
false reiurn of the enumeration in his county or division shall fot- Penaliy.
feit and pay the sum of two hundred dollars, 1o be recovered in
the name and for the use of the Territory before any court of
competent jurisdictior.

Sec. 7. The said enumeration shall be made by an actual en-
quiry by the persons taking such census, at every dwelling or by
personal enquiry of the head of every family, in their sespective
counlies or divisions, and shall commence on the first day of June cen.u.:' ,,'h..
next, and shall be conipleted and closed in thirty days thereafter, takeo-
and said enumeration shall include only those whose place of rés- °
idence shall be in said counties or divisions on the frst day of
June aforesaid, and the several assistants shall by the twentieth
day of June next make and deliver to the person by whom they
were appointed respectively, a true and accurate copy of the enu-
meration of all persons, Indians not citizens, and soldiers excep-
ted, within their respective divisions, which enumeration shall be
set forth in a schedule designating the towuships, precincts or
districts comprising his division, according to the civil or geo-
graphical boundaries thereof and shall embrace the several fami»
lies by the name of the head thereof and the aggregate popula-
tion therein.

and La Pointe, and in those counties having a populatjon of less
than one thousand souls, there shall be allowed to the person
‘meking the enumeration at the rate of three dollars for every one
